2<l was tlie best the earnest lawyers 
could do for their client. Following

date to allow the prisoner to file a 
petition in error. 


Chesterfield C. H., Va., Sept. 9.—

court house, praying fervently 
that 


they might pass judgment aiight on 
Heuiy Clay Seattle Jr., indicted foi 
the murder ot his wife

and silentlj, one by one, lecorded. a 
unanimous verdict of guiltj. 


Pausing in solemn contemplation 


for 58 minutes, weighing carefully 
the meaning ot tVeir decision, and 
once more on bended knees beseech- 
ing divine assistance that they might 
not err, they filed into the hushed 
stillness ot a crowded' court room, 
and with startling suddenness, twclvx 
voices, instead of, the usual one ot 
the foreman, spoke the single word 
"Guilty." It was almost a shout.

Unusual as has been the tragodj 


and the gruesome stage when it oc- 
cinred, the 32 inrors did not hesi- 
tate to admit to their friends that 
thev stood in judgment not only o\ei 
the cold-blooded murderer, but upon 
his marital infidelity as well. It pei- 
haps was the dramatic climax of Vir- 
ginia justice, which in the last halt 
century has swiftly sent to death 
such famous murderers as Cluvciius, 
Phillips and McCue. 
At tlhc close of a powerful address 


by "L. O. Wendenburg, the volunteer 
assistant of the commonwealth's at- 
torney in the case, the suspense was 
felt not alone in the court room, but 
in Richmond, where thousands 
of 


people awaited the outcome. 


The jury had for 11 days heard 


evidence, for two days speeches, but 
the words of Wendenburg rang 
in 


tlieir ears as they loft the court room 
to find their verdict. 
"Let that man go free!" he cried. 


"What, let that man go free! Why, 
the motherhood of Virginia, the wo- 
manhood of this nation will shudder 
in terror as the security of its life 
is threatened. Let this man go free! 
The man who basked in the degrad- 
ed sunshine of another woman while 
at his home a young wife nursed his 
child. Gentlemen, r merely ask you, 
in the name of justice, to do your 
dut>."

tured the wife as -she started on her 
innocent journey into the cool air of 
a summer nia;ht 
The jury saw again 


in their mind? the automobile 
in 


which she rode beside hor husband: 
how Beattie stepped into the dark-

and deliberately slew his wife. 


The desperate ride home with a

RAFFIC on Broadway, New York, was almost stopped one daj 


recently by the crowd that gathered to watch a young woman paint- 
ing a sign". There was nothing at all extraordinary in the woman 
or the sign, but nevertheless, the world seemed to think It ought 


to pause and look. 
The pause was significant. If it meant that the world was giving 


recognition to a new field of work opening for women. But If it meant, 
as is so often the case, the mere idle, gaping curiosity that is vouchsafed 
woman whenever she undertakes something new, then it was provincial, 
even though it occurred in New York. 
For the time has gone by for objections to be made to a woman's 


talcing up any work she may wish to, or to obstacles being thrown In her 
path. 
And to evince this state of mind, is simply to acknowledge that 


one is living In a condition of mediaevalism mentally, even though he may 
dwell In New York. There Is no reason at all why a woman should not be 
& sign painter If she wants to be, provided she does the work well. There 
Is no sex In work, as some one has said; and happily, today, a woman can 
enter any field of activity that appeals to her. 


This woman was a very sensible looking individual, with her hair 


rolled in a coil under a big shade hat, and an artist's apron over her 
shirtwaist and skirt. 
The company who employed her said she got the 


contract because her bid was the best, and that the work she had done, 
BO far, had been entirely satisfactory. 
As the saying is, she delivered the 


goods, and that is all the business world wants. 


She Is a pioneer in a comparatively new field of work for women.

In cows? Please explain it fully, as I oan 
get a better Idea of the methods of stamping 
It out if I know what I am doing.

Infectious abortion of cows and cattle 


•nas known to exist many years before in- 
fectious abortion of mares was recognized. 
Infectious abortion of cows occurs particu- 
larly In dairy htrds, and only rarely among 
animals bred for beef purposes. Dairy cows 
are kept In close confinement throughout the 
entire year, or at least, a part of the year, so 
that the opportunity for infection by simple 
contact Is increased. 
Another Item Is the 


frequent Interbreeding In a dairy district to 
a common bull, and where cases of infec- 
tious abortion among "beef cattle Is recorded 
It is traced to this practice. 


Professor Bang succeeded In Isolating a 


short bacillus and succeeded In producing 
abortion by inoculating this organism Into 
pregnant cows. In this country Drs. Moore 
and Law of Cornell, N. Y., have worked upon 
this subject, but have not confirmed Bang's 
investigations. Dr. MacNeal of Illinois has 
more closely reproduced and confirmed the 
idea of the foreign investigator. Others that 
have worked along this line have discovered 


various shaped germs. "The Scottish co"- i 
mission found as many as five different kinds 
of bacteria in the fetal membranes of an 
aborted calf. 
They also found 
when a 


healthy pregnant cow stood near an aborting 
cow the Infection was conveyed by the tall 
of the infected animal, and when the external 
genitals were brought into contact with a 
wall, fence, rubbing post, litter or floor pre- 
viously soiled by affected animals, miscar- 
riage followed. Owing to the unsettled ques- 
tion of the specific cause In this country, we 
are safe in saying that it Is a bacterial In- 
fection and conclude the discussion of causa 
by adding that any micro-organism which 
can live and multiply on the lining mem- 
branes of the womb may produce a ca- 
tarrhal inflammation and which can be In- 
troduced from animal to animal by direct 
or indirect contact, is of necessity a factor 
in the cause of infectious abortion. 


1. Path of Infection.—Infection through 


the alimentary canal by means of contamin- 
ated food. Feed when given to a pregnant 
cow which has been contaminated with the 
exudate from aborted animals has produced 
abortion, in experimental cases. Whether the 
abortion 'bacillus passes through the ali- 
mentary tract, resisting the action of the 
digestive Juices, and enter the vulva at the 
time of defactation, or whether these bacl'll 


are absorbed Into the general circulation and 
carried Into the uterus. Is a question unset- 
tled. 


2. Infection by the Bull.—Some writer* 


probably overemphasize the frequency witb 
which the disease Is transmitted by the male. 
Doubtless this mode of transmission is quite 
Important and should be fully 
recognized 


In all plans for controlling and eradicating 
the disease. When, however, the cow aborts 
during the fifth or seventh month of gesta* 
tlon, some Investigators are skeptical about 
the correctness of attributing the disease to 
Infection from the male. 
For the infection 


capable of producing abortion introduced by 
the male would perhaps seem more reason- 
able to destroy the life of the fetus at a very 
early period. It Is not thought by some that 
this form of transmission constitutes tha 
chief means, and that we should question and 
not conclude that abortion occurring late dur- 
ing pregnancy to be dua to this mode^of in- 
fection. 


3. Infection From Aborted Cow, Direct or 


Indirect.—The evidence of this form of trans- 
''mlssion Is most frequent. 
-As soon as the 


disease breaks out In a stable It tends to 
spread first to those cows which are nearest 
to the aborted animals. 
In the mare It 


seems quite certain that the infection is rap- 
idly transferred from one animal to another 


by persons who are oaring for the animals., 
Milkers, therefore, may rapidly carry the dis- 
ease from one animal to another upon their' 
hands, transf erring it from udder to udder.- 
Each pregnant cow should be carefully ob- 
served and if any signs of Impending: abor- 
tion appear, euch as vaginal discharge, or 
swelling of the vulva, she should be consid- 
ered suspicious, as these are considered diag- 
nostic symptoms of Infectious abortion. 


Incubation. — Incubation occurs most fre- 


quently In animals five to six months preg- 
nant, although causes have been recorded as 
early as three months. It may occur very 
near the end of gestation and in some cases 
the diseased fetus may be born alive, though 
In a weakened state, and perish within a few 
days. When a calf is prematurely born alive, 
as the results of Infectious abortion. It may 
sometimes bawl in a peculiar manner, which 
would suggest to one the howling of a, mad 
or rabid dog.

Incurs the loss of the calf and an injury to 
the mother, but when occurring in early preg-

Joss.Symptoms.—The course of abortion in a 


stable or herd Is very much like that of any 
i 


other infectious disease. As soon as the dis- 
ease has become estab"shed In a herd the 
best proof of its character is the gradual and 
more or less rapid spread of the infection 
from cow to cow. Upon its first appearance 
it usually assumes a high virulent character 
and for a time may Increase in virulence. 
Finally the disease gradually disappears, un- 
less »ew material Is constantly provided by 
the introduction of new cows, which have 
not previously been exposed to the malady. 
Investigators of the disease usually claim 
that a cow will abort two or three times 
from the infectious disease and after this 
period usually ceases to abort, acquiring In 
this time an immunity against the disease, 
but often scattering the germ. During early 
period of gestation no symptoms are shown 
and is often overlooked as the aborted prod- 
uct is very small. In later cases soiling of 
the tail with mucous or bloody water may be 
observed. 
The udder may show firmer, or 


the pressure of milk in small drops may ooze 
from the teats. In early abortion the mem- 
branes usually accompany the fetus. In ad- 
vanced pregnancy they fall to come away and 
remain hanging from the vulva in a putre- 
factive state and result in a fetid discharge 
from the won-b. Generally the aborted calf 
is dead, and if born alive, lives but a few

hours, or a few days, at the longest. In a 
true proportion of cases, the afterbirth !• re-, 
tained and requires artificial removal. Thu 
removal of the afterbirth requires an experi- 
enced or expert hand, and should not be at- 
tempted alone by an Inexperienced person, aa 
there is not only danger of blood poisoning 
in mare from carelecs and rough manipula- 
tion, but danger of infection to the operator 
himself. 
Remove afterbirth artificially In 


six hours from mare and twelve hours fro a 
cow to prevent putrefactive changes of the 
membrane in womb, which would result In 
blood poisoning and subsequent death 
After 


the abortion has occurred, if the afterbirth 
does not come away spontaneously, or If if 
has been promptly removed, there frequently 
occurs a discharge from the genital tract 
which continues for two or three days, or 
as many weeks. This discharge Is usually ot 
a reddish brown, or reddish yellow In color- 
generally a repulsive appearing substance 
containing s -H clumps of afterbirth 
and 


in some cases is more or less fetid. Large 
quantities of this discharge may accumulate 
In the uterus and will be expelled at inter- 
vals or it may flow continuously. The treat- 
ment has been thoroughly discussed in an, 
earlier number of our paper and we refer 
t-eaders to back numbers for their informa*- 
tion. 


THE ALFALFA QUESTION

HE value of alfalfa on the average farm 


of Illinois, and the varying r-iblems 


relating to its culture, mt -agement and its 
feeding value are questions not yet fully 
solved. The question is a live one and is in 
fi acute stage, yet no one In Illinois can 
authoritatively say at this tiirio to what 
extent the alfalfa crop should enter into the 
practical operations of the average larm. 


rnough. however. Is known of the value 


of this wonderful plant to safely predict 
that lt""naeans much to the farmer of the 
future and particularly to the live stock 
farmer. 
-.' at it will to some extent dispute 


the supremacy of King Corn there can be no 
doubt. To determine this extent is a ques- 
tion of evolution and readjustment of present 
methods. 


Before the average farmer will change 


his farm methods there are two questions 
which must be answered in the amrmativet 
First—Is it practical? 
Second—Is it profit- 


able? 
The answer to the first is that all 


soils which will produce red clover will pro- 
duce alfalfa, and such soils, which by rea- 
son of the'r sandy or gravelly character are 
not well adapted to red clover, will produce 
alfalfa profitably. 


I venture the assertion that there Is cc 


smaller per cent of failures from 
alfalfa 


properly sown than from red clover aa 
ly sown." 


The limited space allotted will not permit 


of detailed discussion of the preparation of the 
seed bed. I can only say that the well-known 
methods should be followed. The seed bed 
should be finely prepared and that It should 
be remembered that failure to Inoculate th$ 
soil is but an invitation to disappointment 


The'' second question—as to the value of 


alfalfa—is an interesting one, particularly 
when compared with the value of corn. A 
yield of corn of 72 bushels per acre, which 
is twice the average yield of the state, and 
is a large and satisfactory yield (72 bush- 
els of corn is two tons of grain), will at 40 
cents per bushel tfring $28.80. The same soil 
and season which will produce two tons of 
corn per acre will produce five or six tons 
of alfalfa, which at $15 per ton, will return 
not less than $75 per acre, and that, too, 
with much less labor. 


On the state experiment field at Union 


Grove last, year equal areas were in corn and 
alfalfa. 
The proceeds from the alfalfa crop 


were over three times that from the corn. 


Comparing the amounts of plant food 


'removed by the alfalfa and the flprn, wa 
find that a ton of alfalfa removes 50 pounds 
of nitrogen, 4 pounds of phosphorus and 24 
pounds of potassium worth at market price, 
exclusive of the nitrogen, $1.92 (the nitro- 
gen is not-taken into account, because the 
alfalfa can get its supply directly from the 
air, through the bacteria on its roots) 


A ton of corn, equal to 35 5-7 bushels, 


contains 35 5-7 pounds of nitrogen. 6% pounds 
of phosphorus and 6 11-14 pounds of potas- 
sium, worth at market value $6 37. 


The nitrogen in the corn must be con- 


sidered, since this plant does not and cannot 
secure a supply from this element except 
through the soil. A crop of corn, therefore, 
depletes the soil of this element. For a 72- 
bushel crop of corn the value of the plant 
food removed will be $12 74 and for a 5-ton 
crop of alfalfa, the value of the elements 
taken from the soil is $9.60. 


The Illinois and Wisconsin state experi- 


ment stations have issued bulletins stating 
that for the production of milk, a ton of 
alfalfa is equivalent to a ton of bran, thus 
fixing the valuo pf alfalfa hay near $25 per 
ton for the production of milk. 


" 
A farmer in Whiteside county realized 


$181 per acre during 1910 from a six-acre 
alfalfa hog pasture. 


Monpy being at 5 per cent, what is land 


worth that yields a revenue of from $75 to 
$150 per acre? If the yields of corn In the 
corn belt of Illinois fix the price of land, as 
is generally conceded, then a readjustment 
ond higher range of land values is inevitable 
when fixed on an alfalfa basis. 


: ALFALFA HAYING 


BY PROFESSOR R. A. MOORE, 


College of Agriculture, University of Wis- 


consin. 


A LFALFA should be raked and cocked up 
A. the afternoon of the flay of cutting 
where conditions are favorable. These cocks 
should not be left standing in the field more 
than two Or three days without moving, or 
tho alfalfa underneath the cocks will be par- 
tially or completely smothered. By taking a 
pitchfork and running it into a cock of al- 
fnlfa near the bottom, one can easily move 
It. 
If alfalfa Is exceedingly green when 


cocked.or rainy weather sets in It will "heat* 
unless'the cock is opened every day or two 


In favorable weather no more difficulty will 
ae experienced in curing alfalfa than in cur- 
ing heavy clover. Like clover, the leaves are 
rich in nitrogen, and they drop off readily 
when dry. Therefore, the aim of the farmer 
should be to cure the?alfalfa with the least 
possible handling. 
One-half of the feeding 


value may be lost through the weathering 
and improper handling of the crop. 


A much better quality of hay will be se- 


cured if the crop is cured under hay caps 
than In open cocks or windrows. Caps can 
be made from light cotton duck by hemming 
the edges to prevent raveling. Eyelets should 
be made in the corners in which strings 
should be tied to flasten the caps. 
Heavy 


wire cut eighteen inches long and a loop 
made at the top in which to tie strings at- 
tached to cap make a convenient arrange- 
ment to hold the caps in place. The wire 
pegs can be either run into the ground or 
pushed into the sides of the cocks. 


Alfalfa Is either stacked or placed in a 


barn after curing. A good deal of the feed- 
ing value is lost through stacking, as the 
hay is porous and rain penetrates the stacks 
to the extent of two to three feet. An out- 
side mow with roof does fairly well and lit- 
tle of the alfalfa is lost when stored under 
cover. A covering of marsh hay or a tar- 
paulin will prevent damaging in the stack. 
It is well to let it "sweat" in the cock, oth- 
erwise it will heat and get musty In the" 
barn,

HANDLING PURE MILK 


_,—- 
BY DR. E. F. JARRELL. 


T 


HE! matter of a pure water supply for 


dairies is one of the most important 


steps In furnishing pure milk. 
The dairy 


utensils may become contaminated by wash- 
ing them In water infected with the germs 
of typhoid fever or dysentery. 
Unless the 


water supply is artesian It'should be piped 
from a distance of over 300 feet from where 
the stock is watered, as this Is one of the 
ways that surface water Is contaminated 
Privies, hog pens, manure piles and surface 
drainage of all kinds should be prevented 
from entering the well. Wells must be free 
from all objects, even stones, and water con- 
taining more than 100 germs to the cubic 
centimeter is unfit for dairy purposes. Wells, 
springs and cisterns should be covered; no 
open water supply is permissible. 


Barns in this state should be one story 


and be used only in extremely bad weather 
for housing the cows, except at milking time. 


All barn* should be well ventilated and 


should have plenty of light. 
Each animal 


should have at least 500 cubic feet of air 
space. 
The stalls should be arranged one 


row on each side of the building, so that the 
cattle face the wall. 
The floor of the barn i 


should be of concrete and made rough to 
prevent the animals from slipping. 
Behind 


each stall, running full length of the barn, 
should be a trench to collect the urine and 
fecal matter; it should have a fall of no 
less than two Inches, and should be sixteen 
inches -wide and six or eight inches deep, and 
the waste should be piped a considerable dis- 
tance from the barn or should empty into 
containers on the outside and should be 
tiauled away daily. 
The floors should be 


scrubbed once daily and rinsed with the hose. 
The interior of the barn should be sprayed 


i ery sixty clays with whitewash, -n hlch has 


bichloride of mercury of at least 1-1.000 
added. 
The cows should only be fed after milk- 


Ing, 
as this will prevent the raising of 


dust from the feed. 
Hay and other food- 


stuffs should not be kept in the same barn 
in which the milking is done. 


The hair about the udder and flanks 


should be kept closely clipped. 
The cows 


should be curried after each milking, for 
the reason that if it is done as much as two 
hours before milking dust particles in a 
barn have not had time In which to settle 
When cows are curried immediately before 
milking the bacterial content of the milk is 
greater than if they had not been curried 
at all. 
Before each milking the udder should be 


wiped witn a damp cloth and washed, when 
necessarv, with soap and water, and then 
dried with a dry cloth that is clean. 
The 


tail should^be tied during milking; also tho 
tails of the cows on each side of the one 
being milked. 
The barn yard should be kept clean and 


dry; a cow cannot be kept clean and hav« 
to wade through manure and mud to get 
!n and out of the barn.

HIGH MEAT PRICES IN PARIS 
BY CONSUL GENERAL FRANK H. MASON. 
T> OPULAR Interest In Paris Is concen- 
•*• 
trnted for the present upon the exorbi- 


tant prices now charged for fresh meats of 
all 
kinds, the causes which underlie the 


present condition of the market, and the 
emedies which. If practicable, should be 
'orth-n ith applied to modify, if not wholly 
overcome, the difficulty. 


From trustworthy records it appears that 


meat-producing animals cost, alive on the 
noof, more per kilo than dressed beef, mut- 
ton, veal, and pork cost seven years ago in 
the markets of Paris 
For example, the 


price of beef sold wholesale In carcass to 
retail meat dealers at the municipal abat- 
toirs is 38 cents per kilo (2 2 pounds), vpal 
49 cents, mutton 48 cents and pork 37 cents 
per kilo, and these prices are nearly doubled 
when the carcass is cut up and sold at retail 
in private meat stores to consumers. 


Throughout the city complaint is heard 


from *11 classes of working people and sal- 
aried employes that they are no longer able 
to eat meat more than once or twice a week 
— in some cases not at all — so thru the 
woikmg power ot men and the health of 
their families is compromised to a noticeable 
extent. This at a season of greatest abund- 
ance for grass, hav, clover and other forage 
crops, and when France is rejoicing in the 
prospect of the most bountiful" harvests of 
all agricultural products that have been gath- 
ereJ in recent years. 


As one result of the almost prohibitive 


prices, many retail meat dealers who sup- 


Plant diseases may be divided into three 


groups: 1. Nutrition disturbances due to un- 
favorable conditions in the environment of 
the plant or inherent in the plant itself. 2. 
Troubles due to parasitic plants, 
usually 


eithe - bacteria or fungi, 
but 
sometimes to 


flowering plants, which deform, stunt or kill 
the plant. 3. Insect pests, which are in many 
cases very evident, but often not easily de- 
tected. 


The first step of importance to the farmer 


is to 
able to determine the presence,, of 


disease and to endeavor to find out its cause, 
nature and probable outcome, and the treat- 
ment which should be employed. The princi- 
pal symptoms of disease in plants are the 
following: 
1. Discoloration, or change 
of 


color from (a) normal green to a yellow or 
white tailor, (b) colored spots or areas, as 
white or gray on leaves or stems, such as 
mildews or white rusts, many leaf spots of 
yellow, red. orange, brown, black or varie- 
gated colors, -ed or orange rusts, black rusts, 
tar spots and the like. 2. Shot hole perfora- 
tion of leaves. 8. Wilting, such as damping 
off or wilt. 
4. Necrosis, such as death of 


parts of plants, leaves, twigs, stems or flow- 
ers. 
5. Reduction in size, such as dwarfing 


or atrophy. 6. Increase in size, such as hy- 
pertrophy. 7. Replacement of organs by new 
structures. 8. Mummification. 9. Change of 
position. 10. Destruction of organs. 11, Ex- 
crescences and E alformations, such as pus- 
tules, ti-mors. corky outgrowths or crown 
galls, cankers, from malformations

SUMMER CARE OF PIGS

T 


HE present hog markets demand hogs 


from 180 to 225 pounds weight and 


pay best for them finished early In the fall. 
In order to realize the most profit from his 
stock the grower must meet this demand, 


be done by having early litters 


and getting the maximum growth. The pur- 
pose of this article Is to deal with the feeds 
and care to get the best growth after wean- 
Ing^and during the hot weather. 


Weaning should be done when the pigs 


are about ten weeks old. although- if only 
one litter a year is raised and the sowa 
are in good condition, it Is often advisable 
to let them run ' nger. But In this case they 
should be receiving feed separte from their 
mothers. After weaning, the pigs should be 
provided with a fresh pasture. 
In the ir- 


rigated section, alfalfa can be used but is 
should be fresh and over six or eight inches 
high. 
In 'other sections the alfalfa will be 


getting too coarse and other pasturage will 
have to be provided. Rape or peas are both 
.good and probably the best. 


Care must be taken to provide plenty of 


shade and to keep this as free from dust as 
possible. 
Dust irritates t'r.e .'lr patoises, 


causing coughing and Is a decided check to 
growth. Provide plenty of troughs so that 
all can eat at once without too much crowd- 
ing. Fresh water on hand at all times is 
of special importance. A _ew days neglect 
of this will materially affect the growth of 
the pigs. 


By putting in an artificial wallow filled 


with a disinfectant the pigs will be kept 
free from lice and scurflness and their com- 
fort materially aided during hot weather. 


A liberal grain feed must be used in ad- 


dition to the pasturage. 
Mixtures of differ- 


ent' grains are better than any single grain 
as being more palatable ana better supply- 
Ing the different needs of the pig. 


For the bulk of the ration nothing is 


better than wheat shorts. 
These are very 


palatable to the pig. nutritious, easily &\- 
gested and serves well in working the feed 
Into a slop. Tankage, the by-product from 
the packing houses, has proven very valu- 
able as an addition to a ration. It appears 
to act as an appetizer causing the pigs to 
eat hartier. 
These two feeds mixed with 


some grain will give good resu- >. The ra- 
tion used at the Idaho experiment station 
la made up of short 4 parts, corn chops 2 
parts, takage 1 part. 


The amount to feed depends on a num- 


ber of factors, the size and ap-e of tlie pigs, 
their condition and how they take to the 
pasturage, etc. 
Enough must be given to 


ktep them thriving, but care should lie taken 
not to get them too fat as they will suffer 


more during hot weather and thus check 
their growth. The best plan is to feed a lit- 
tle less than the pigs appear to want and 
gradua'lv increase it with the growth of the 
pigs. By this method the full value of the 
pasturage is utilized without checking the 
growth and when they are put into the feed 
lots they will be prepared to make the best 
gains. 


It takes good care and good feed to pro- 


produce a 180 pound hog at six months, but 
it pays. 


SUMMER PRUNING

FTER the orchardist has mafle a care_fut 


inspection of his trees he will find sorna 


ei owing too fast in proport'on to the amount 
of fruit borne, white the reverse of this will 
be noticed on certain trees. Pruning while 
the tree is dormant, or winter pruning a«= it 
is termed, causes the tree to produce wood 
the following season in proportion to tha 
amount removed at this time. Summer prun- 
ing, i. e.. pruning during the growing season 
about July or the 1st of August causes the 
tree to send its energies into the formation of 
fruit spurs and fruit. 


The experiment station at Moscow Is con- 


ducting ,i pruning experiment in order to col- 
lect accurate data on this subject. The or- 
chard in which this work is being done la 
no'w six years old, and while the results ob- 
tained so far are in no way conclusive, yet 
they are very suggestive. The two varieties 
used in this experiment are Wagner and 
Jonathan. 
The Wagner trees, which have 


been summer pruned, have yielded practic- 
ally twice as much as winter pruned, while 
the Jonathan has given 
about 'one-third 


higher yield In favor of summer pruning. 


Summer pruning gives an opportunity to
